THE NORTHERN CRISIS.

It is now clear that the present relations 
between Japan aud Russia must come to an 
end in a few days’ time. The news is con- 
firmed from Japan. that Russia has been 
asked for an early response to the late Note 
addressed to her. Kerurer adds to this 
' information the remark that it seems likely 
that Japan will act decisively in a few days 
(i.¢.,from the 27th instant),and that, though 
many have hitherto objected to Japan 
taking the initiative, the majority would 
now welcome an ultimatum or, if necessary, 
a declaration of.war. This, we suppose, 


refers to opinion in Japan, not in 
Europe; for it is very unlikely that 
opinion in Europe has chan 30 


suddenly that now it would welcome the 
suthteak of war. Continental European sym- 
pathy, it is true, has veered round slightly 
in favour of Japan owing to the honesty of 
her attitude compared with that of Russia. 
But still none of the Powers on the Con- 
tinent desire to see war. It is unnecessary to 
add that Britain does not either, but in 
Britain it would be equally unwelcome to 
see Japan diplomatically worsted. The in- 
. sincere attempt of that contemptible Russian 
tool Prince Caine is only interesting as 
showing that he is as much under the 
thumb of the Muscovite as ever. The 
British and United States Ministers appear 
to have treated him very politely, while 
getting him to admit that the suggestion 
put forward by him to invite the mediation 
of the Powers betweea Japan and Russia 
emanated from the Minister of the latter 
couatry at Peking. It is a week ago now 
since we learnt that Japan had informed 
the London, Washington, and Berlin Govern- 
ments that mediation would not be accep- 
table to her.. This being the case, it is 
too late in the day for Prince Curne to 
appear on the scene in the character of a 
senile deus ex machina. We cannot but 
hold that Japan is right in refusing at this 
time to listen to talk about meliation. 
Russia's policy having been all through one 
of procrastination for the -purpose of 
strengthening her position, could the medi- 
ating Powers guarantee that she would not 
use the time spent in negotiations in the 
same way, and, if the mediation were to be 
broken off at length through Russia’s fault, 
to force her to accept their decision? They 
could not do so, and a failure of negotiations 
might then mean the ruin of Japan. At 
the present we do not believe that this is the 
necessary end of a Russo-Japanese war, 
loudly as some critics proclaim it. Japan 
is in a very favourable position just now. 
It is of no use to talk about Russia’s millions 
of meu, as if all they have to do is to walk 
into Tokyo. The decisive blows must be 
struck on the sea. In the course of an 
article in the North-China Daily News early 
in this weék, the situation vas summed up 
‘very justly. Our contemporary sketched 
the probuble plan of Japan’s campaign, 
saying :—‘‘ Hostilities will be opened bya 
“naval engagement. The Russian naval 
“force is at the present moment in three 
‘sections, the largest at Port Arthur, one 
“at Viadivostock, while the third is now its 
“way from Suez, preceded by the two new 
“Japanese cruisers from Genoa. Japan

We are bidden to 
look. at her enormous armies. These, 
we suppose, will pour into Corea and 
maintain themselves by means of the 
Manchurian railway and the good-will 
of China, as fur as provisions are enncerued. 
But it cannot be argucd that they can 
transport themselves into Japan without the 
command of the sea. We still think that 
the best guarantee of peace is Russia's 
inability to go to war at the present moment. 
Therefore Japan is well advised in doing as 
she is stated to be doing, that is, pressing 
for an immediate answer." It is not because 
she lightly faces a war which she estimates 
will lost her £40,000,000—this is the figure 
at which her Finance Minister arrives—but 
because she knows that, if war must come, 
the only war out of whch she can hope to 
come well is a war to-day.

This is but natural, 
though the policy. may not co.nmand our 
sympathy Turkey is in a terrible position 
between Her subjects and the Powers, a:d, 
however thorvughly we have to condemn 
the misgovernment which Turkish rule im- 
plies, we must make allowances for the des- 
perate shifts of her statesmen. With Bul- 
garia the case is very different.

attitude. He looks at first for a mere repe- 
tition of tha Turkish attempts t» quell the 
rebellion, the insurgents continuing their 
tactics of making Bulgaria their base of 
operations and th she:ter to which they 
can retire to reiufurce and re-arm them. 
selves. The ‘lurks are thereby far more 
harassed than tucy would be in actual war 
against Bulgaria and the Komitadjis simul. 
taneously. But Turkey is not inclined to 
brook a long contiauance of the state of 
affairs which prevailed lust year. Turkish 
patriots are already inflamed at the im poai- 
tion of the Murstag reform scheme on their 
country and, if they have to witness the 
Powers once more lending themselves. to 
Bulgaria’s game as in 1903, will bre 
out beyond the control of th Govérn- 
ment and attack Bulgarians alike in 
Turkey and in Bulgaria. Then, says the 
sam+ correspondent, Europe may expect a 
series ot horrors in comparison with which 
the Armenian massacres of 1896 and the 
outrages of 1903 were child's play.

Better 
reforms than a Balkan war, Turkey’s 
statesmen must hold. The Bulgarian people 
and the Government of the Principality, 
the other hand, can lese little b 
war and mi,zht gain much, by the inde 
ness of the: Powers, The Government 
therefore dues little to check public opinion | 
in| Bulgaria, but rather encourages the 
baiting of Turkey by all means short: of 
open war before the coming spring. The 
Powe:s, however, do not want a Balkan war, 
and it seems to us that they must ac- 
cordingly lend an ear to Turkey’s appeal 
which we mentioned above. They must 
either administer a severe check to the . 
troublesome Principality or they must look 
for an upheaval in the Balkans the end of 
which it is impossible to furesee, though its 
terrible nature is obvious enough.

The reply of His Excellency tke Officer 
Administering the Governmeut to tlie peti- 
tion present d by the ladies of Honskong 
in favour of a system of compulsory regis- 
trution of domestic servants proved a great 
disappointment. We furebore comment at 
the time for more than one reason. On 
such a question it is better to bring to bear 
a culm and judicial mind rath r than to 
give utterance to the first hasty expression 
of disgust or disuppointme.t. That the 
lalies were indignan: and disappointed may 
Thev had th: best of 
reasone for believing that Mr. May, who as 
Cajtain St perintendent of Police was very 
anxious to see registration iutroduced, and 
as Colonial Secretary was equally in favour 
of the measure, would give the weigit of 
his influence in favour of legislation in this 
direction, aud were naturally taken aback 
by the uncompromising mauner of the 
rejection of their petition. In His Excel. 
leucy’s reply, as conveyed by the Acting 
Culonial Secretary, no trace of sympathy 
with the petit on is to be gathered, nor even 
the faintest indication that the receiver wis 
at onetime at any rate a warm advocate 
of registration. The Hon. A. M. Tuomson 
wroie:—“ This question was very fully 
“considered by the Government so receit- 
“ly as 1902, when, after the fullest

“the goose, &e.” What can our Kobe 
critic say when he reals that a five days’ 
plebiscite of the Colony of Ho igk ng by 392 
vutes tv 20 approved of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S 
policy, and that on the 18th January a 
telegram was sent to the late Colonial 
Secretary ‘announcing this expression of 
opinion by the merchants, bauxers, shippio 
representatives, sad others in this Colony, all 
British subjects ? Surely nothin: more taan 
he said in the passage which we have just 
quoted from the Chronicle. The writer 
suggests that Hongkong, in the expectatiun 
of remaining a free port, is serenely rcudy 
to see food-taxes imposed in England.

suys the members of the China Assuciation, 
but they only represeut Hongkong opinion 
in this matter, as has ‘been amply demon- 
strated. He goes on to say that our branch 
of the Chiua Association has dsprived its sf 
of the right of protest in future Sense 
China imposing ad litional duties. But we 
have not go: reciprocal treaties, we hive not 
the chunee of retali-tion, It is pre-isely

think we have a right to ask for them. 
Great Britain is the goose, and the sauce to 
which the goose is treated is protection and 
provibitive tariffs of other countries.

“ have come to see that our fiscal methods 
“are antiquated, absurd, and one-sided, and 
‘they will respect us the more when we ask 
“for reciprocity iu commerce. We do not 
‘fear competition, we have invited it, and 
‘we shall not go hack on our ancient 
“ policy ; but we do want that competition 
‘to be on even terms.” It seeins to us that 
Hongkong’s contention is eminently reason- 
able, and certainly not deserving of the 
sneers even of the most ardent of Free— 
traders. In Hongkong, however short- 
sighted we might be, we are forced to see 
how British trade and shipping suffer from 
the bounties and tariffs of other uations. 
The glamour of Free Trade, as pictured by 
the old school of politicians. has long ceased 
to charm our eyes. We do not want to 
“ build walls up” round the Island—to use 
the absurd catch-phrase—but we do want 
to be able to compete with outsiders on fair 
terms. In fact, we want to be protected. 
And that is why the local branch of the 
China Association aud the British com- 
munity of Hongkong in general have

SIR HARRY PARKES AND 
HONGKONG.

We think there are few Englishmen in 
Hongkong, or for the matter of that in 
China, who will not most thoroughly endarse 


the remarks of our correspondent “L” 


with reference to the want of sowe record,

. the latter, who was undoubtedly the ablest 


and most vigorous representative Great 
Britain has ever sent to China, this Colony 
owes a large debt of gratitude, Sir Harry 
Parxes, when Consul at Canton, was direct- 


* ly instrumental in procuring the cession of 


the Kowloon peninsula, to Britaiv. As a 


. mere youth he was one of the first to scale 


the Peak, and later, upon his appointment 
as student-interpreter, he resided on the 
island for some time after its erection into 
Again, when acting as British 
Commissioner at Canton during the Anglo- 
French occupation of that city, he was for 
some years in constant touch with the 
Colony. Yet there is not, either in Hong- 
kong or in the Kowloon ae uny 
single trace of his close and intimate con- 
nection with the Colony during those lis. 
toric periods except a bust in the hall of 
the Hongkong Club. As our correspondent 
points out, Shanghai has honoured his 
memory by erecting a fine statue in a pro- 
minent position, but Hongkong, which 
really benefited even more by\ his 
labours, bas not even commemorated 
the fact by conferring his name on 
a street or road. It is, of course, 
uever too late to perform an act of justice or 
of grace, and we think that the Colony 
would only be doing its duty tardily by 
now-erecting a statue to the memory of this 


the conduct of his duty to his country Sir 


Harey Parkes was always aud equally } 


undeterred by personal danger, the fear of | 
official censure, or the hope of praise. In 
those days the resolute Consul or Minister 
was exposed to perils that our officials wre 
strangers to inthe present. Mr. Parkes 
was captured by the Chiness, and thrown 
into a filthy gaol, narrowly escapiug | 
with his life, during the Anglo-French War, 
with China, and later, when Minister in: 
Japan, nearly fella victim to the assassin in| 
the streets of Tokyo. During the whole of 
his eventful career Sir Harry Parkns was 
continually striving to protect British 
interests, and it cannot be doubted that the 
stress of the contest told severely upon his 
somewhat delicate frame. He never allowed 
himself to grow weary in the strife, and was: 
ever ready te stand up for the interests af - 
his fellow countrymen. It is not fitting:| 
that such patriotic services, so freely ren- 
dered, should be allowed to slip from the 
attention or the knowledge of the coming 
generation. It is true that they are im- 
mortalised in the chronicles of British inter- 
course with the Fur East, and form its 
brightest pages, but we should like every 
Briton who lands upon our shores to find 
this great founder of our fortunes here 
facing him in bronze or marble. In other 
words, a handsome statue of Sir Harry 
Parkes should stand in w most vonspicu- 
ous place, say in front of the chief lauding 
place in Victoria or Kowloon. We believe 
there would be no difficulty whatever in 
collecting funds for the purpose, and if 
desired shall be glad to open a subscription 
for the purpose.

Mr. GEo. Prercy, the headmaster, then read 
the annual report of the school, as follows :— 

We are thankful to be able to report 
that the past year has been in many 
respects the most successful the school has 
ever had. ‘I'he health of the establishment has 
been good and there hay been an almost total 
absence of malarial fever. This is probably due 
to the efforts of the Government to exterminate 
mosquitoes by training the nullahe, and to the 
little earth-cutting in the ovighbourhood for 
new buildings, Great care is paid to sanitary 
arrangements and the health of the boys. There 
has lately been an outbreak of mumps. Our 
thanks are due to Dr. Bell and Dr. Laing, of the 
Civil Hospital, who have most kindly attended to 
boys as in and out-patients, and to Dr. Kew for 
dental services. : 

During the summer months the boya went 
once or Lwice a week by steam launch to neigh- 
bouring beaches for sea-bathing and swimming, 
and greatly enjoyed these outings. The season 
was closed by 4 picnic. We landed (by kind 
permission of the Colonial Secretary) at Stone- 
cutters’ Island and had various aquatic sports, 
for which prizes were provided. at the Hong- 
kong Regatta in December, our boat’s crew 
trained by an “old boy” (Mr. A. J. Mackie) 
came in first in the Schools’ Race, amidst 
much applause. Through the generosity 
of another old boy (Mr, H. Hastings, of 
Formosa) we were able to have a launch 
to wit-ess this aud other events, In 
cricket, the school team has been 
generally successful. The boys also play 
football aud teunis. During the year two fives- 
courts have been erected by Messrs. Palmer 
and Tarner after the Eton and Rugby models 
respectively, These are, I believe, the only 
fives-courts in the Colony, and are greatly 
appreciated by masters and boys. The 
breaking-up concert before the summer vacation 
Was & great success, On several of the winter 
evenings we have been entertained and 
instructed by the magic lantern. Lieut, 
Browne, R,b., kindly gave us Coronation 
pictures ; Engineer-Commuandér W. J . Austey, 
R.N,, a tour round the globe ; Rev. T. Wright. 
views; Messrs, 
Everall and Stebbins, English and Kuropean 
pictures; Revs. H. R. Wells and Burkwell, an 
illustrated lecture on the world-wide work 
of the B. and F, Bible Society. 

The income from fees wus considerably 
greater than in any previous year; the average 
attendance increased by 8, and was 17) for the 
241 days on which school was taught, and until 
we get a larger building we cannot hope to 
greatly improve on this. 

The Inspector of Schools examined, on Decem- 
ber 15th, and following days, all the boys (151) 
who had fulfilled the Government requirement 
of 100 days ; ofthese, accordin gto his return, 136, 
or 90 per cent., passed. At the Oxford Local

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candidates passed. Allour candidates (16) were 
successful, viz., 3 Senior, 6 J unior, 7 Preliminary, 
This ig the first time we have had such satis- 
factory results, and great praise is due to Mr. 
Sykesand Mr. Brawn. I'he staff has remained 
the same as last year, Mrs. Grimes being added to 
teach musio. All have heartily co-operated in the 
interests of the school, especially during my nine 
weeks’ absence in hospital, when Mr. Sykes in 
particular was most indefatigable. Mr, Cooper was 
absent for a fortnight, having been selected by the 
Hongkong Cricket Club to play in the Inter- 
pert match in Shanghai. (Applause.) 

Lhe boarding accommodation has been for 
some years fully occupied, and boys have had to 
be refused admission. Part of the building is 
very old, having been built over 40 years sgo, 

; and is constantly needing a great deal of 

| money to be spent in repairs. If the west wing 
were pulled down, a large three-storied block 
could be erected in the garden, and would 
provide larger and more convenient class rooms, 
and dormitories giving greater accommodation. 
A gymnasium might be included, and would be 
a great boon.

port that the condition of the school #8 a 

whole is such as to reflect great credit on both 

preceptors and pupils. Forms I and It were 

examined viva voce, the remaining five forms by 

printed questions. In all 148 boys presented 

themselves for examination, and of these the 

answering of 120 was sufficiently good to merit 

a pass, 28 failing to reach that standard. The 

papers of t‘orms VII and VI were excelleut 

Those of Form V were very good indved. 

Form IV sent in papers not quite so good as | 
I had hoped fo-, aud Form III was somewhat | 
disappointing, but I have reason to believe that : 
many of the boys, especially the Chintse boys, 

did not quite grasp the full meaning of the 

questions. In Forms II and I there were very 

few failures, the work having been done so well 

as to make it difficrit to decide who were really 

the best. In all the forms the questions on the 

Catechism received the best answers, showing 
that the boys had been well grounded in the 
fundamentals of the faith, When it is re- 
membered that diverse races and nationalities 
are represented, that English is not the mother 
tongue of a large proportion of the boys, and 
that fow of the lads have the benefits of home 
training in religious subjects, it will be seen 
that the task of the teachers is no easy one. In 

spite of these difficulties the staff bas acquitted 
itself admirably. Taking the school generally 
I have no hesitation whatever in saying that in 

this department of its work it will compare 
most favourably with similar institutions’ at 
home.” (A pplause.) ‘ . 

His Excellency then presented the prizes to 
the successful scholars, and afterwards the choir 
sang a patriotic song “ The British Flag, the 
effect of which was heightened by the introduc- 
tion of miniature Union Jacks that the boys 
displayed. ;

4, Non-Chinese classes, as reported at tho 
time to the Government, were abolished by me 
last February, owing to the diminution in num- 
bers not justifying me in the assignment of two 
English masters specially for their behoof. The 
boys were thereupon scattered amongst Classes 
L-IV, being allotted to those sections that ‘are 
under the control of English masters. The 
year's experience has shown that by far tha 
majority have suffered by their return to mixed 
‘classes, as is testified by their positiin obtained 
by competition in the various Class lists. Asn 
substitute for the two translation subjects, non- 
Chinese boys in Classes I-IV offered Natural 
Science and Physiology, and in the remajning 
classes an incremental pro rata allowance was 
made for these two subjects on the actual total 
marks obtained by each non-Chinese boy. 

5. Monday, the 25th May, was observed by 
order of H.E. the Gevernor as a holiday in 


loving memory of Her late Majesty Queen | 


Victoria. On Saturday, the 23rd, occasion was 
taken to explain to arery class the reason of 
the holiday, and by aid of maps practical 
demonstration was given of the expansiou of 
the British Empire in the Victorian epoch. 
It did not appear convenient or desirable to 
assemble the boys, who live at all distances (up 
to two, three, and even six miles) from school, 
to listen to a lecture upon the holiday itsalf; 
especially in view of the damp hot weather 
usually prevalent in the month of May. I 
propose,. therefore, to make a practice of 
annually addressing the boys on the subject of 
the British Empire, on the school day im- 
mediately preceding Victoria Day, which has 
nowebeen gazetted an annual public holiday. 

6.) Chinese school, abolished in 1896, has at 
length been. restored, five vernacular masters 
having been appointed by His Excellency from 
the lst of January. During the past month, 
they have been employed in making Chinese 
translations, in examining toys already in the 
College with a view’ to their classification for 
vernacular school, and in drawing up time 
tables and regulations. Vernacu!ar school will 
begin early in March. By a scheme formulated 
by me, in February last, not only will there be 
the direct benefit from the study of the Chinese 
language,.but also there will be to English 
schoo the indirect advantage accruing from 
the transfer of masters of higher to lower 
English classes, while their own sections are 


7. In 1887, in the draft suggestions of 
the requirements for Queen's College, I includ- 
ed the appointment of anormal master. A few 
years later, I applied for an allowance for this 
officer, which was, however, refused. With the 
assistance of the governing body, wy labours in 
this direction have been crowned with success 
and Mr. Tanner has been appointed normal 
master by His Excellency from 1st March 
until further notice. I have in my annual 
reports repeatedly borne testimony to the ex- 
cellent work done by Chinese assistants, who 
have acquired considerable skill in teaching, 
by luborious practice, aided by hints and advice 
given by myself. There- can, however, be no 
question that the value of their services will be 


regulated instruction in the art and science of 
teaching. 

8. At the Oxford Local Examinations, the 
good results of the previous year were surpassed 
by the successes of 1903. 29 certificates were 
obtained by Queen’s College boys, 5 Senior, 
9 Junior, and 15 Preliminary. The mark G, 
next to Distinction, was obtained 40 times, in 


certificates, 16 were awarded to Chinese bays. 
Three Chinese boys were placed by the Oxford 
Fixaminers at-the head of the Senior list in this 
College, and six at the head of the Junior. In 
the Preliminary list, the two brothers Galluzzi 
by offering Italian in addition to the usna 
subjects, rank first, being immediately followed 
by three Chinese boys. The percentage of

9. Various stroctural improvements have been 
effected by the Public Works Department in 
the College in the course of the year. An 
entirely new roof has been erecte { over the hall, 
withouta ceiling, as a check on the ravages of 
white ants ; the roofselsewhere have been general- 
ly overhauled ; improvements made in the ap- 
proaches to the latrine and its ventilation ; and 
at the suggestion of the acting second master. 
Mr. Ralphs, two extra rooms have been enclose

10. By resolution of the governing body, 
the annual examination of Queen’s College 
in the months of December and January has 
been entrusted tothe sole control of the Head 
Master; inspection and examination by the 
independent examiners being assigned to the

1]. The total number recently examined 
is 997, record fizures for this College. The 
oral examination lasted throughout the 
month of December, reading in all olasses 
997 boys, conversation 760, and in Class VII 
grammar 166 oa fe ‘The written examination 
occupied twenty days in January, 7,165 papers 
being marked. Of these, 6,227 were corrected 
and marked by myself,.the remaining 938 
being marked by seuior Chinese Assistants, 
Class masters wera present at the oral examina- 
tion, and were called to the office to notice 
anything of interest in the written work, ‘The 
system of marking adopted was 34 per cent. 
marks were nevéssary. for a pass in subject and 
class, the questions being sufficiently severe, 
and the standard exacted high. 3449 marks=—= 
Fair, 50-70=Good, 71-85=Very Good, and 
86.100=Excellent. Following this line, [ 
estimate the result of the examination s3 highly 
satisfactory.

very good, Shakespeare, History, Geography, 
aud Compo-ition were exceedingly well done ; 
there being specially noticeable a high degree 
of intelligence displayed in dealing with these 
subjects. The results ia Conversation were 
must pleasing; the boys in the Senior section 
of Class I, acquitting themselv s so creditably 
that I regretted there was nw one to hear them 
except myself and Mr. Ralphs. Professor 
Barnett, formerly Principal of the Borough 
Road Training College, thus delivers himself 
on the subject of Grammar in his preface to a 
new Edition of Morell:—‘ Tha study of grammar 
would not have maintained so close a hold on the 
schools if the teachers had not felt its paramount 
importance as an intellectual exercise, and again 
general grammatical aptitude is of ‘all things 
necessary as the ind:spensable minimum of 
logic without which we are liable to incorrect 
thought as well as incorrect speech, for no man 
has yet succeeded in separating the idea and 
name.’ Fully endorsing Professor Barnett’s 
remarks, I regret once more to be obliged to 
complain of the low standard attained in the 
important subject of grammar. In this, as in 
many other subjects, there is need of more 
attention to individual scholars, and I would 
venturé to suggest to my masters the ad- 
visability of pursuing the course followed by 
myself during the eigbt years in which I 
discharged the duties of a practical teacher in 
the Central School. I found excellent results 
obtained through dividing a class roughly 
into quarters, and devoting my main attention 
to each of these quarters in different subjects 
on different days, with occasional demonstra- 
tions on the blackboard to the whole class. 
More inspection of slates and less work on the 
blackboard appears to me the cure for weakness 
in grammar and mathematical subjects. 

‘ Translation, from and into Chinese were 
well done, the former being better than 


As usual, an unseen piece 
of Chinese formed - the fifth question 
in every paper. In the upper school I made 
selections from recent issues of the local native 
Press, and I was much pleased with vha render- 
ing into English, especially in the senior section 
of the first class. Asa eo ne year, I also 
inserted an unseen piece of English in every 
class to be turned into Chinese, but this: was not 
equally well done. The papers written in 
Chinese were first assessed by the vernacular 
masters on the matter of style and correctness 
in writing characters. They were then marked 
for translation by Mesars Ng and Tsang, the 
two senior Chinese assistants. In view of the 
interest evinced by the boys throughout the 
College in this important branch of education, 
I much regret that by 8753/03 C. 8. O. 
instruction ir both translations has been pro- 
hibited in the Lower and Preparatory Schools, 
representing about 70) boys. : , 

Mathematical subjects.—Arithmetic is agai 
weak throughout the College. Algebra was ® 
successful subject in the Uppor School. On the 
representation of Mr. Grant that the test in - 
Class 1. was too severe, I allowed a pro rata in- 
crement of 25 per cent. to the Senior Section and 
50 per cont. to the Junior; but in justice to myself, 
I must report that, as is the case with all other 
examination papers, no one question set failed 
to elicit a correct answer from some one or more 
boys. Enoclid was intelligently done in Classes 
1-II, and by a few boys in Class III. where it 
isa new and difflcult subject. A better grasp 
of principles might be exhibited in Mensuration, 
thongh several boys deserve high praise. A’ fair 
proportion of boys in Classes I and II did well 
in Bookkeeping. As if is unusual for a non- 
Chinese boy to excel in these subjects, it is 
only just to Carl Bunje to place on record that ° 
he obtained no less than 86 per cent. marks in 
both Euclid and Bookkeeping. ; 

Miscellaneous Subjects.—The General Intel- 
ligence paper was better worked than in my 
previous experience; the answers were full of 
interest and showed acquaintance with a wide 
field of information, Natural Science and 
Physiology were well done by the Senior class 
of non-Chinese boys, who offer these subjects 
instead of translations, Freehand and Model 
Drawing and Shorthand have been taught with 
great success by Mr. Tanner as optional subjects.

16. Now that the Government’‘is contemplat- 
ing expenditure of money on lectures on the 
British Empire and on instruction in hygiene 
and tropical disvases, it is to be hoped that there 
will be no further difficulty in obtaining $400 
for gymnastic appliances to improve the physi- 
o l condition of our scholars, and bring their 
schuol life more into accord with that prevail- 
ing elsewhere in the empire. a

that in twenty yoars' time the expansion of 
edu ation we now view to-day would be eff.cted 
he would have been laughed at as a visionury.

Oxford Local Examinations to what has been 
accom plished in the past. I thiuk this is « very 
satisfuctory featureof thoreport (Applause). The 
Head Master iis soppli-d me with various sam- 
ples ofexami.ation papers in composition, Shake- 
speare, history, geueral intelligence, and transla- 
tion from Chinese into tnglish, aud English into 
Chinese, ‘These papers were, on the whole, very 
well done and the Head Master is fully justified 
in being entirely satisfied with them, :n his 
report, Dr. Wright has expressed Ins regret 
that in the Inwer school the system of m-king 
translations from Chives: into Knylish and vice 
versa has, by decision of the Government, been 
- prohibited for ths present. Now I think it may 
be useful if I state the reason of that decision, 
It is that it is not o-nsidered that the best 
method of teaching boys to compose iu a langu- 
age which they ure acquiring is by means of 
translations until they have guined a certain 
knowledge of the language. That decision is 
based upon experience guinedin other sch als and 
in othercentr.s of teachiog. 1 might mention 
one of them, In China, the best school for teach- 
ing English young men Chinese is, w.thout 
doubt, the Britisa Legation in Peking. ‘They 
have had vast experience ia-the teaching of 
Chinese, and their metbod is that during the 
firet year that a young English man is learning 
the Chinese language he does not tonch trans- 
lation work at all. He devotes himself entirely 
to the colloquial language, and when he has a 
grip of that he begins to translate. I passed 
through that school myself, and I might jost 
mention ‘for the information of masters, per- 
haps as a hint to them, that, becauso translation 
work is prohibited it dovs not follow that other 
methods of teaching the boys to compos : should 
not be adopted. One that wasin voguein those 
days was for the student to tell his Chinese 
teacher a story in Chivese one day and get the 
Chinese teacher to tell it back to him in correct 
Chinese. One next day he would write a short let- 
ter to his Chinese teacher and get him to cor- 
reot it. That was my favourite method of 
learning Chinese, and I may say that I found it 
& very successful one. That brings me to the 
subject of colloquial generally. You know that, 
from this year we are goiug to adopt in Queen’s 
College what is known as the new system of 
teaching colloquial. It is a system that has 
been found in Hurope to be by far the mest 
successful in teachimg modern languages. To 
sssist in the institution of that sys:em.as you 
hava heard from Dr. Wright, in bis report, 
a vorm:i master has been appointed, and I 
feel quite. sure that, with his ussistance, and 
under his instructi n, a very: great progress 
will.be made during the coming year in the 
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study of colloquial. It is a subject that the 
independent examivers, who examined this 
College a short time ago, made rather severe 
comments upon. Now it is tlhe daty of all 
you boys to throw yourselves into the spirit 
of the new method when it has been thoroughly 
explained to you, and to assist your masters 
in carrying it out so that when the independent 
examiners come to examine the collegy again 
they will have nothing but praise where 
formerly they found fault. Rememb r that a 
master cannot do everything, He can only 
do one half, the student must do the 
other half, and throw himself into the work 
and assist the master to the test of his ability, 
There. is another subject that Dr. Wright- 
alluded to. and that is the restoration of the 
Chinese classes in this college. That is to 
say that in the lower schon! boys will be 
instructed in the Chinese language. Dr. 
Wright, I know, views this innovation with a 
great deal of pleasure, and I think you all 
know that I myself regard it as a most. im- 
portant improvement, I said yesterday, in 
distributing prizes at the Government Distriot 
Schools, that it is very necessary for all Chinese 
who seek to make a career for themselves either 
in the Goverument service or in the commercial 
sphere or in their own country in whatever 
capacity, that they should have a good sound 
knowledge of their own language. There 
ig another 1eason why I, and I believe 
your (‘ead Master, view with satisfaction 
the restoration of the Chinese schools. 
You know that the less educated Chiness in 
Hongkong—the Chinese of the middle and 
lower classes—have the unenviable reputation 
of having much worse manners th n the Chinese 
in China or in Peking or the treaty-ports of 
China. I have lived in Peking and in Canton, 
and I have paid short visits to various treaty 
ports, and I have also travelled extensivaly in 
China itself, and Iam sorry to say L think tho 
middle and lower classes of Chinese here have 


well earned that repntation.: It is only 
just now that I, who am for the time 
being the King’s representative in the 


Colony, came into. the courtyard of this College. 
There were seated there several coolies — ignor- 
ant: coslies no doybt—and they remained seated 
till I told the pelioninan who waa following me 
to make them get up Now, in China conduot 
like that would be corrected by the stern logic 
of the bamboo. I remember many’ years ago 
that I rode when travelling in North China 
nto the yard of a Chinese inn followed by my 
mafoo, who was also on pony-buck, and just as 
TL entered the yard of the inna high Chinese 
official entered the yard also. He descended 
from his mule-litter, in which he was travell- 
ing close to where my mafoo was sitting on his 
pony, and my mafoo omitted: the etiquette, 
which is called for by Chinese politeness, of 
getting down off his pony in the presences of 
his superiors. Instead of that he remained seated 
on his pony. I went in to my lunch and the 
official went into the ina also ; and presently I 
was disturbed by a great outcry, and [ went out 
and [ found that some of the suite of the 
Chinese official were giving my mafoo a very 
sever licking with sticks and other instruments. 
I may say that I thoroughly approved of their 
action. In the afternoon after the Chinese 
official had left and I wzs about to leave, my 
groom came to me and ho said, “ Your honour, 
I do not wish any longer to serve you.” AndI 
said, “Why ?” And he said, “I have lost 
my ‘face.’ I have been maltreated and beaten 
by the suite of the Chinese official and you, my 
master, did: not raise your hand to protect 
me.” And I said, “It is not you who have 
lost your face, bat it is I who have lost 
my face, and you have caused the loss. You 
are my servant, and it was your daty to 
behave with proper politeness to the Chinese 
official. Instead of that youcommitteda grave 
breach of etiqueite, for which I will give you 
another flogging.” and brought disgrace 
on me which I thereupon did; and that 
man ever afterwards was polite to outsiders 
and he war also polite to me, Now unfor- 
tunately bere in Hongkong we canuot 

dealing with the ign rant. coolies, like those 
outside this morning, appeal to the stern logic 
of the bamboo, because the British law does 
not permit it, but you who are the rising 
generation of the Chineze can by your ex- 
ample oorrect such rudences. If- you: are 


continually polite to your - master atid “to: . 


each other and to thos» who nre placed 
iu authority over you, then the lower orders ‘in : 
this Colony will in the course -of time imitate.

in the West, that “asmile and a sixpence” 
in such circumstances, “will go jar as | 
half-a-crown.” Therefore in the interests of — 
your pocket I would enjoin upon you to be 
olite. I now wish you all a very happy 
oliday, I have been very pleased to come here 
ito-day Queen's College is the premier school - 
of our Goverument schools, and the Government 
derives a great dealyof benefit from it. Dr. 
Wright will tell you that when I was Captain 
Superintendent of Police whenever I wanted a 
new. clerk, ins ead of resorting to the competi- 
tive examinations which are sometimes in- 
convenient, I used to ask bim to send one of his 
best Chinese boys from this College, and.I 
muzt say I never was disappointed in the boys he 
seotme. (Applange,) Soma of them have done 
extremely well in the Guvernment service and 
if they go on as they have begun they would 
do even batter ; and. J, can assure yon boys 
that if you attend.{o your sindies and ive 
good sober lives there is plenty of advance. 
ment; for you both inside this Co.ony and 
outside of it. (Applaus .) ee

Mr. Bearpwoop suid that with Mr. Irving's

Mr. Brarpwoop thn read the anonal report; 
—In presenting to you the thirdannualreport of 
the Soiety's Hongkong College, I am pleased to 
say that, in many respects, it bears favourable 
comparison with its predecessors, and if the 
co.lege has not been conducted wholly on the 
lines I have revommended, that has been more 
the fault of ciroumstances than any want of 
will on the part of the Council, reat im- 
provements have been made in the entrance and 
surrounding. of the buildings, und the levelling 
of the ground immediately to the west of the 
college bas been a great boou to the students, 
While the uiutlion vf new offices ou the east 
side has materially udded to their comfort, 
Internal y, three class rooms, each capable of 
accommodating about thirty pupils, hava been 
taken in, These have iucreased the facilities 
for indiviiusl teaching, have tended to decrease 
the noise consequent on so many classes being 
conduct-d simultaneously in the central hall, 
and thus improved the discipline. Beyond the 
Sasi of maps and gloves, the college is 

af scantily provided with apparatus, and if 
the subjects of the curriculum are to be 

- efficiently taught, the College should _be 
equipped with the most modern appliances. 
Qn Jane 2 three additional teachers, for the 
Society, arrived from England. One of these 
(Mr. Nichol) was appointed assistant master in 
the Honam College, while Messrs, Hamilton 
and Scott were retained as assistant masters 
here. Both of these geutleman have had con- 
siderable experience in teaching, and are con- 
versant with the most modern methods of 
imparting iustroctin. ‘Tio them aad the 
members of the Anglo-Chinese staff, I am much 
indebted for able and cheerfuliy-rendered as- 
sisiauce., - In Deceawber, 1902, the council had 
under consideration tho desirability of placing 
the college under the Goverament Graat-in- 
Aid Scheme, and correspondence with the 
Tuspeotor of Schools took place. As, however, 
& new educational code was in course of prepara- 
tion, the matter was deferred till its completion 
in Jane, 19U8, and the college came under the 
segis of the Educational Department on the 
Ist July following. In 1901 and 1902 education 
at this College was free, but while Free 
Education is, in iteelf, an excellent thing, it 
has, when confined to one institution in adistrict, 
disadvantages. These disadvantages so in- 
fluenced the council that it was dacided to 
charge'a fee of $24 per annum, and this 


regulation has been in force during the past | 


year. In all, 441 pupils were enrolled for 19u8,

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and the highest number present on any one da 
was 322, Tho number of teaching days was 246, 
I regret to siy that only two students made 
the complete number of uttendances, aud th.se 
will receive special prizes, but [ understand the 
council has in contemplation a scheme by which 
those who make, say nine-tentha of the possible 
number of attendances, will receive a more 
suitable reward. The Anoual Examiuvation, 
conducted by myself, began o1 the 18th inst. 
and was continued throughont that and the four 
succeedig days. The examination of the 
Aloe Division took place on the three school 

ays immediately following. ‘I'he percentage 
of passes in eich subject, for all tha classes, wa. 
as follows:~ - 

Reading 99.1 per oent., English (colloquial), 
76 per cent. grammar 83.5 per cent.. 
English composition 76 per cent., arithmstic84,6 
p-r cent, translation (C to EB.) 93 per cent., 
translation (!°. to C.) 936 per cent., mapping 
41.4 per cent.,dictation 74.6 per cent., geography 
69 per cent., history 1:0 per. cent., mensuratioa 
93.2 per cant., science 79 per cent. Recognis- 
ing the great importano: of colloquial, much 
time und attention have been devoted to this 
subject. I, personally, examined every pupil 
in this branoh, and satisfied myself that the 
method we have adopted. of teaching colloquial 
in aven tie lowest classes, by means of 

ictorial illustrations and 4 ocolluction of 
amiliar objects, 8 deatined to produce the 
results, In clases 14. and lp. the 
pass in this subject was {00 per cent. As 
will be seen from the fizures just quoted, the 
results obtained in geography 
satisfactory. This is a subject that seams to 
have few attractious for Chinese boys, and the 
class books at present in use do not treat the 
subject in the most attractive manner. Daring 
the past year many of the students in classes La. 
& 13, have beeu successful in securing ood 
appoin: ments ut remunerative salaries, Two 
are student interpreters in the Government 
service ; two interpreters in the employment of 
the Sanitary Board; two writers in the Naval 
Yard ; two clerks in the Hongkong Ulub; while 
still two more are engaged as interpreters by 
the Canton and Hankow Railway Co. This by 
no means exhausts the list, but it is sufficient to 
show that the Cullege is doibg good work, and 
amply falfilling the object which its promoters 
had | iaview. Early in September, a communica- 
tion was received ho Mersera Reid and Sites 
of ths Nanyang Co lege, Shaughai, intima‘ ing 
that the Commissioners for tho forthcoming 8. 
Louis Exposition had in contemplation the 
preparation of an exhibit illustrative of the 
condition and progress of education in China, 
and asking us to contribute thereto. To this 
the Council agreed, and specimens of the 
students’ work, in both Euglish and Chinese, 
some fiue copies of ancient and modern Chinese 
writing, together with coloured maps and 
photographs of the exterior and interior of our 
colleges here, and in Canton, were forwarded. 
These exhibits were on view here before being 
dispatched, and together with the specimens 
from Honam and Saikwan, were much admired. 
on this occasion, the council lias, in lieu of the 
usual prizes, substituted—in the English De- 

artment—a series of scholarships, whereby the 
most successful students in each class will be 
exempted from payment of fees, for periods 
varying from twelve to four months I am 
also pleased to be able to announce: that by the 
generosity of the Chinese community, the 
college has received one of the “ Blake” 
Scholarships of. the value of $50 per annum. 
Our thanks are due to the committees of the 
‘Pung Wa Hospital and Po Leung Kuk re- 
spectively, for gifts of watches, as also to the 
great number of Chinese gentlemen who have 
80 liberall> contributed to our prize fund. 

Mr. Irving said he did not know whether the 
study of Sheridan's plays was included iv the 
reading of the senior classes.

Geography 
was rather hard, aod could not be taught 
efficiently by the Chinese teachers unless 
they made a good study of it themselves first. 
| Mr. Williams was giviug geography’ classes, at 
which the teachers could attend, benefiting con- 
siderably thereby ; it would be made easy for 
them todos. ‘I'here was one point he would 
like to speak of: it gave him the greatest 
pleasure to giv: the last two prizes (the prizes 
for regular attendance); Chinese boys were 
ve. y irregular io attendance. Hoe gave thanks 
to: Mr. Braidwood and the ladies and gentlemen

February 23rd, we.began work with six boarders 
and one day pupil.

We have not 
sought numbers. The high fees have been pro- 
hibitive in many instances; but we have felt 
that an educational institution of this character 
should be self-supportiug, while its efficiency .

Kingdom; arithmetic and algebra, Chinese, 
translation and the oly Scriptares. During 
the first half year Mr. A, H, Muckenzie and 
Miss Fletcher («ho kiudly placed some bouts 
daily at the disposal of the Collezs Council) 
reudered untiring service in the several clus-es. 
After the summer vacation we had the addi- 
tional good fortune to secure the services of 
Mr. J. Lewis Byrne, M.A., who in Great 
Britain, Canada and Australia bad gained 
much experience and success in educational 
work. Such a staff of (eachers seems to be out 
of all proportiod to the numbers of scholars 
attending clisses, but two considerations must 
be kept in view: first, though the pupils at{+nd- 
ing at o-e time through the year huve never 
exceeded thirty-five, th-ir standards of pro- 
ficiency have varied greatly from the be inning; 
and, secondly, we have been working not for 
this year alone but forthe future. Me nwh le, 
students hsvs enj.yed the benefit of small 


. classes and additional individual attention. ~ 


Some of our s'udents, esp-cially the elder 
ones, may not disregard the social claims that 
somatimes call them from their studies. But 
let us he more watchful that o.ly abvolutely 
necessary calls detain the scholar from taking 
his regular place in class, A clever boy was 
an easy first in several subjects fo. three-fourths 
of the year. Duving the last term his atten- 
dance, for family reasons, has been erratic, with 
the disappointing result that be has altogether 
lost bis premier position iu the final examina- 
tiou. This is but one c-se out of several... 
There are two fentuces of oar work which call 
for special wieution, 
English mesty with pecaliar difficulties both in 
pronunciation and in idiom. In order to meet 
these needs we employ only English masters for 
English subjects. and insist that all teaching 
shall be imparted in the English tongue, except 
occasionally when Chinese is used for explana- 
tion, more particularly in the eurlier stages. 
This may appear at first sight to be the slower 
method, but experience proves that the constant 
use of English in imparting instruction is in 
itself a continual lesson iu conversation, avd 
without great effort the ears of the pupils 
become familiarised with the most common 
sounds, and prog: ess is secured on more natural 
lines and w th more gratifying results. Another 
special help is in the weekly written examination 
which is held every Saturday morning on 
ons or other of the class subjects. Net 
only does this secure the frequent revision of 
each subject by the student, bot it requires 
him to be able to put into weitin: 
what he has been learning, and is as 
helpful in its way for composition as the 
class work is for conversation. For beginners 
this is a hard task, but the excellent results 
obtained during the past year are the b>st jus- 
tification for tue practice. At the end of sach 
half year the students’ knowledge of the grouud 
covered during the preceding period is further 
tested by more searching examinations, These 
are all carefully corrected, marked and returned, 
that the same kind of mistakes may not. be 
repeated in future work. Many of our students, 
before they entered College, speut long yeare in 
the study of tho native tongue and literature, 
and in some cases they bave been succ-ssful iu 
Chinese literary examiiations, Suc: are not 
prosecuting their Chinese studies, except so far 
as they are- used in translation. For others, 
who have not yet »cquired a working knowle ge 
of Chinese cha acters, classes have been form- 
ed under the instruction. of Mr. Ng ‘lin 
Pu, who joined the teathing staff. after 
the summer holidays, bringing with 
him experience in tuition and the 


modern method in teaching and utilising the 


characters when learned. Something has been 
attempt+d in physical training und sports, but 
no great efficiency hus yet been attained in this 
necessary branch of an all-round education. 
During the first half year, daily exercises were 
muintained, but for the pust few months the 
work has bean suspsnded, mainly for Jask of 
suitable accommodation. Indeed, one of our 
urgent necds isa gymnasium and common 
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pluy-room, and until this is obtained we shall be 
hampered in all that makes for tha deve opment 
of a well proporfioned physique. Onur task, how- 
ever, would be but poorly done did we neglect 
that character-building which is ess -ntial to the 
highest. good of the individual and the com- 
munity. We would not be satisfied simply to 
instruct our scholars: we w not to educate them 
io the fullest sense of the term. For this 
reason wa announced at the first that we were 
opening & Christian College to ba us thorough 
in every department as circumstances will permit 
with a daily lesson from the Holy Scriptures: 
: There is but one other matter;

We decided, how- 
ever, not. to give jewellery, bat ta follow the 
English custom of presenting books, and we 
have made the best selection possible from the 
limiteu supply to be found in Hongkong. 
Each reward represents a large amount 
of steady work on the part of the recipient 
aud is a guarantee of progress. the pride of 
place having been decided ty the weekly and the 
fisal examinations. Tho number of successful 
cowpetitors bas been lessene! through the 
absence of some who found the attractions 
of the approaching ew Year too powerfal to 
withs:and. We are sur: tha. those scholars 
wh have remain d for speoon day will eajoy 
their holiday all the more for having done their 
duty no -bly to the last. 
Mr. Bagnett said that the Dax prize had 
been awarded for the final examination of eleven 
subjects. The winner was San Sai Wan, whose 
average for the whole number of subj cts was 
9.5. 

His Exce.tuency, haviog distributed the 
prizes, said:—My Lord Bishop, ladies and 
gentlemen,—One of the recommendations of 
the important commission that reported on 
education in 19)2 was the institution of a high 
school for Chinese—that is to say, a school where 
instruction in t.e English language and western 
subjects for the sons of ‘‘hinese of the upper 
classes could be had. It is a source of great. 
satisfaction to me, as representing the Govern- 
ment of this Colony, to see that, by private 
eoterprisa, (his recommendation has found its 
fulfilme it (applause). If for no other re-son, 
you wil understand chat it leaves mors m wey 
for the Government, with which to cater for 
education:il interests in other directions 
(applaus-). I was very plewed to see from 
the report that in this school the principle 
of instructing in English subjects in the 
Engiish touzne has been adopted. That is 
a principle that we are trying to ocany out 
in our Government schools, We have al- 
ready done something in that direction, but we 
cannot do as much as we would like to, because 
where a large number of schools are concerned, 
you will und-pstand that the method is 
expensive. Bat still I thiak there can be ont 
one opinion that it is-the right way fo teac 
bogiish and English subjects. After all, it is 
the way that English people do when they 
want to learn Chinese or any, tongus other 
than our owa, An Englishman who learns 
Chinese from a Chinese teacher who knows not 
a aingle word of Euglish, invariably, I think, 
makes far greater progress in the acquisition 
of the spoken language than does a man who 
thinks it is better aud easier to employ a 
man who knows English. Therefore, I think 
the converse must hold good; [ am sure it 
does hold good. There is one point that has 
struck me in the report just read, and it is that 
of all the many subjects ennmerated as being 
taagbt in this school, English history. is 
apparently missing. Now, I think that in every 
school where English is taught some 
English history shoud also be taught. 
It is but right that. every student of English 
in this Colony should learn something of the 


history of the race that has mado the Colony, and 
that rules it («:pplauss). I do not know whether 
any of you noticed the other day in the Legisla- 
tive Council that a vote was taken for a sum of 
mony to provide for visual instruction: It ‘is 
& proposal that has been made by the home 


authorities, and the object ia to increase the . 
interest in the, Empire gererally in the Colonies. 


The method of procedure that is proposed will 
be of the following nature. We shall obtain 
from home a very powerful magic lanteru and 
a lar;ve number of slides, illustrative of the saat 


of Government in England, the trade, the in- 


dus'ry, the agrionlture, and the social life of 


the mother country, and also some of the phases _ 


of life, industry and commerce of those Colonies 
that contribute to the fund. I think you will 
learn with pleasure that Hongkong, as nsual, 
is in the for froot with its  cuntribution, 
and I hope that before many months have 
passed to see this method of instruction. 
introduced. Now, I am sure you will agree 
with moe that instruction by means of the 
magic lantern, accompanied by lectures explain- 
ing the pictures which are exhibited, could not 
be properly understood by boys who have not 
had some instruction in the history of the 
Empire. But apart from that, I think that 
here could be no more edifying subject of study 
for boys of the Chinese race, especialy boys 
belonging to tha upper classes, than the 
history of an Empire whose system of govern- 
ment has been built up.mainly by cons itutional 
methods—an Empire of which it has been truly 
said that the sun never sets upon its territeri-s 


—an Empire whose people though the most free . 


in the world aro characterised by their undying 
devotion and loyalty to the throne and person of 
th-ir sovereign (applause). And now [ woaldlike 
to notice one thing in the report that has given 


me personally a great daal of satisfaction. It: 


is that i tais school, thougt the scholars of 
the Chineso ricv ut any rate are uot 
Christians, instruction is given in the Holy 
-criptures, You know- that we Westerners, 
although we are not Confucianuists, are not 
so foolish as not to inform ourselves of the-writ- 
ings of the great Chinese sages, Many valuable

“‘veuture to thiok that Chinese, althongh they - 


have no intention of becoming Christians, will 
receive great benefit from the veers of the great.

Constuntly increasing opposition on 
all the lines of our trade has obliged us to cut 
rates in many directions to an unremunerativ- 
point, and a new feature of the trade with 
which we now have to contend is the competition 
of subsidised and bounty-fed forsign steamers. 
Fortanately. our equalisation fund set aside for _ 
the purpose evables us, for a time at least, to - 
maintain our usual dividend.. The principle of 
imposing disabilities on foreign shipping, oor- 
responding to the support they receiv, from their 
Government in the shape of subsidies, isin 
accord with the policy now being so ably 
advocated by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, and wo. 
can only hope the day is not far distant when 
that principle will be applied in this Colo 
where British trade is struggling against suc 
unfair competition (hear, hear.) Our new 
steamer Kinshan has been running for some 
months and has proved herself to be well 
suited to the trade. The triple daily service 
to and from Canton has not yet been so ‘success- 
ful from a financial point of view as we could -- 
wish, but our experience in the past has been, 
that it generally takes a year or two for an 
extra steamer to make a traie for herself, and 
we confidently anticipate that, as time goes 
on, the outlay on this fine vessel will be justified 
by an increased volume of business. The new 
stoamer for the West River trade has been 
launched, and, it is expected, will be ready, for 
service in two or three months. In addition to 
this boat, the Company has on joint acconnt- 
with the Indo-China Steam Navigation Company’ 
and the China Navigation Company acqui:ed 
a steam-lighter specially designed for the West 
River trade, which was imported in pieces and 
is now being put together in the Colony. Itis 
in contemplation to resume the direct trade 
between this Colony and the West River as soon 
as these two craft are completed. The accounts 
covet the usual items of receipts and. expendi- 
ture, You will observe that the interest earn- 
ed on investments is: some $8,000 less than it 
was the previous half-year; this is ‘partially 
owing to the withdrawal of funds from invest- 
ment for building purposes, but principally, to 
the larger amount reovived for annual as well: as 
half yearly dividends on shares during-the first 
six months of the year, the usual practice of .

Tariff Bill, exempting hemp shipped by direot 
bottoms to the United States from export duty, 
*has not affected our business to any appreciable 
extent, It has enabled California manufacturers 
toenter the Australian market and so increased 
competition there, but our share of that trede 
is not of great importauce.- The British and 
some of the Continental Governments have 
entered protests at Washington against that 
particalar ope of legislation, as cmtrary to 
the declared “ open door’’ policy of the United 
States in regard to the Philippines. We are 
sceptical, however, of any u-efnl issne of 
this protest, unless the bill can be proved 
to be in violation of treaty. A mere appeal 
fur consistency I fear will oot be cogent 
enough to force a repeal of the Jaw in 
these days of so much popular discussion 
of closed doors and retaliation. The osten- 
sible object of the bill was to promote Philip- 
pine trade and to benefit the American farmer. 
I ventare to say nothing has been gained to- 
wards these ands, although consumption. it is 
true, has increased, but the American cordage 
industry has been able in 1903 to get its supply 
of hemp for half s million dollars gold less than 
it would otherwise lave done, and this at the 
expense of the cation generally. Tha factory 
and its machinery have been lept in a 
thoroughly efficient state, and we anticipate no 
oall in the immediate future for expenditure on 
increased plant. The machinery vas in opera- 
tion last year only 223 days out of the 300 odd 
working days, so we have some room for 
expansion yet to meet increased calls for our 
manufacture.

Indians.” In consequence of the defamatory 
expressions : ontained in the letter plaintiff had 
been and was greatly injured in his cre lit and 
regatition and has been suspended by his 
employers until he could clear himself from the 
charges which the defendants made against him 
in the letter. Plaintiff claimed $500 damages. 


In their statement of defence the defendants 
admitted that they wrote und published to Mr. 
W. Wilson, the manager of the Docks, the 
letter complained of, but pleaded that they 
did so wi:hout malice, and bona-fide believing 
all the statements cont ined in it to be trus.

A FORGED WILL. . 

In Ho Kam, alias Ho Nai Kam, against Ho 
Nai Cheong, plsiatiff. prayed to have the latters 
of administration with the will annexed of the 
pretend -d will of Ho Lin Sbiog. his father, 
deceased, dated 12th July, 19 3, revoked and the 
willd clared null and void ; and to have letters af 
admiuis‘ration grant-d to him. Hon. H. E. 
Pollock, K.C.. barrister-at- aw ( nstructed by 
Mr. R Harding, of Messrs. Ewens and 
Hurston, solicitors), app ared for the plaintiff. 

It appeared that the father of the plaintiff, 
Ho Lin Shing, died intestate on 12th October, 
1899, on boar.! the s,s, Konghing on his way to 
Canton. Letters of administration were granted 
to his widow, tan Shi, in Macao. Ho Lin 
Shing left property in Hongkong. vamely the 
Yeo Wo pawnshop in Hollywood Road, and no 
administration was applied for. Plaintiff with 
a manager was iu charge of the shop, and had 
been so ever since. One of the younger sons, 
the defendant, wa ited to borrow money, and he 
offered his share in the pawnshop for security, 
but the friend whom he had «pproach-d in the 
matter found thatthe shop was registered in the 
name of the plaintiff and {he manager, and told 
him he could not accept his share ag security, 
The friend suggested that he might get over the 
difficulty by making a false will snd applying 
for probate of his father’s estate, and said that 
if he agreed to this he would make the will for 
him. Shortly afterwards he was taken to a 
solicitor’s office and was asked to sign the 
petition for probate: of the false will and 
also to sign some other documents. Letters 
of administration were granted as a result, 
Defendant was then introduced to a man 
ciled Lam Tan « hiu, and it was arranged 
that he should sell two-fifths of the business to 
him for $340. He signed a contract to that 
effect. Lam ian Chiu instead of becoming the 
purchaser himself got a woman called Lam Shi 
to purchase this share of the business. She 
subsequently issued a writ against defendant 
for a dissolution of partnership and for the 
taking of an account of the pawnshop. Of this 
matter plaintiff came to know and took these 
proc: edings accordingly.
